Currently  all  sales  tax  revenues  are  distributed 
on  a  point-of-sales  basis,  favoring  cities  with 
large  commercial  centers. 

An  attempt  by  the  Utah  Legislature  last  year 
to  redistribute  the  revenue  according  to  popula¬ 
tion  was  declared  unconstitutional  by  the  state 
attorney  general  and  vetoed  by  the  governor.

“City  fathers  afe  pressured  to ‘bring  in  com¬ 
mercial  business  to  their  cities  to  increase  their 
sales  tax  income,”  said  Ferguson.  “Yet  what 
about  a  city  like  Highland,  where  their  citizens 
go  to  American  Fork  to  do  their  shopping.  Where 
will  its  (Highland)  sales  tax  income  come  from?” 

As  the  sales  tax  stands  now,  citizens  pay  a  4.75 
percent.  Four  percent  goes  to  the  state  and  the  ' 
remaining  three-quarters  percent  goes  to  the  city.
